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ROYAL BIRTH 
SHOULD BOOST 
BRITISH ECONOMY

LONDON From Union Jack booties to “Born 
to Rule” sleepwear, the British royal family 
has joined retailers in offering baby products 
to mark the arrival of the royal heir. 

Analysts estimate the baby fever could 
boost the economy by $380 million. 

Joshua Bamfield, director of the Centre 
for Retail Research, estimated that the ar 
rival of Duchess Catherine’s baby, due in July, 
could add more than 240 million pounds to 
the British economy. 

“This is a good news story and there re- 
ally is no downside. With the birth coming 
in July, people will have time to get involved, 
and that means additional spending,” Bam- 
field told Reuters after the release of the 
CRR’s report Monday. 

“There has been a lot of interest across 
the Atlantic as well, as the younger royals are 
very well thought of in the United States, so 
we are expecting good sales of souvenirs.” 

The birth of the royal baby, who will 
be third in line to the throne after Prince 
Charles and Prince William, is the latest in a 
run of royal and sporting events. 

Prince William married Kate Middleton, 
now Duchess Catherine, in April 2011 and 
Queen Elizabeth marked her Diamond Jubi- 
lee in June last year. The London Olympics 
last summer added to the buzz. 

Bamfield said another effect of the birth 
would be sales of baby products as other new 
parents copied the duchess. 

The “Kate effect” already is well known as 
sales of anything the duchess wears or uses 
soars. A Dalmatian-print coat she wore last 
week to launch a new cruise ship sold out 
within an hour. 

“The ‘Kate effect’ has already taken the 
fashion world by storm,” he said, “and this 
trend will follow for the infant’s baby grows, 
rattles, first bike and so on.”

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Ban those plastic bags? 


City council committee finally takes on plastic proposal

An ordinance to ban plastic bags from Chica- 
go retail stores got a City Council committee 
hearing Tuesday, more than a year and a half 
after it was initially proposed. 

“This is a triple bottom-line issue,” said 
Ald. Joe Moreno (ist), who wrote the legisla- 
tion being considered by the Committee on 
Health and Environmental Protection. “It’s 
about the environment, it’s about the econo- 
my, it’s about the people.” 

The amendment would prohibit retail 
stores larger than 5,000 square feet from pro- 
viding customers with plastic bags (except 
small bags to carry produce or meat). It also 
would require stores to sell or give away reus- 
able bags to customers. Shoppers still could 
bring their own bags of any kind into stores. 

Supporters of the ban, including dozens 
of schoolchildren with handmade signs, cen- 
tered on the bags’ environmental effect. 

Plastic bags don’t just become unsightly lit- 
ter, according to Stiv Wilson, spokesman for 
the environmental group 5 Gyres. When they 
degrade, he said, the plastic particles get into 
lakes and rivers, affecting water quality. 

“These small particles will stick around 
indefinitely,” Wilson said. “[It} doesn’t bio- 
degrade and doesn’t go away in a meaningful 
time frame.” 

Those opposed to a ban pointed out that 
plastic bags are a comparatively small part of 


the city’s waste. 

“Plastic bags make up abaur 2 percent of 
the city of Chicago’s waste stream, accorcling 
to the city’s own numbers. from 2209," said 
Tanya Triche, counsel far the Illinois Retail 
Merchants Association. “Char means that 
98 percent of Chicago's waste i fram items 
other than plastic bags.” 

Triche called the ban “in cttect, a tax on 
retailers,” saying that providing paper or bin- 
degradable bags would cast merchants signi 
cantly more. 

Ald. George Cardenas (rath), thee camunit- 
tee’s chairman, did not call the ordinance toa 
vote, saying he would dasa rext cienth after 
hearing more from interested parties, 

Cardenas favors some kind «ef fran, ancl sai 
the ordinance ideally would phase out plastic 
bags over the next 12 toa# munths. 

Retailers, he said, shilcl provide Evinebe- 
gradable or paper bags far tree, ace sell news- 
able bags. 

“Have retailers provide the option,” he 
said. “They can be leaders,” 

Cities across the cawntry have Leanned, 
charged for or taxed plastic retail bags, inchad- 
ing Seattle, L.A., San Francisoa, Washington 
and Baltimore. Chicage aldermen considera 
a plastic bag ban in 2008; it wis downgraded 
to a compromise requiring snares ro pmovite 
recycling bins for plastic bags.

There is a strong case to be made for the 
Patriots. Since the two teams met in Super 
Bowl XX in January 1986, the Pats have 
won three Super Bowls and gone to anoth- 
er three, compared with only one appear- 
ance for the Bears.

the AFC championship game. They lost 

by four, but if they’d won, the Tom Brady- 
led Pats may well have defeated the Brian 
Urlacher-led Bears, thus swinging the foot- 
ball bragging rights meter unequivocally to 
Boston’s side.

Bolt on the Hawks? Bad move 


You've been here 
before, Blackhawks 
fans. Wasn't even all 
that long ago!

John C. Reilly steps onto the stage 
as John Reilly, humble folk singer 


During his college years at DePaul, John C. Reilly attended a handful 
of concerts at the Old Town School of Folk Music. On Saturday, the ac- 
claimed actor will take the local venue’s stage as a performer for the first 


time, appearing with a cast of musicians he’s dubbed simply John Reilly & 


Friends. 


“Old Town School of Folk Music is such a legendary venue in my mind,” 
said the Windy City native by phone from his home outside Los Angeles. 


“Tt’s an honor to be playing there ... 


cago.” 


Though best known for his wide, deep filmography, which encompasses 
both drama (“Boogie Nights”) and comedy (“Step Brothers”), Reilly, 48, in- 


sisted the music isn’t just some vanity project. 


‘A lot of times people are surprised I’m do- 
ing this, like, “You’re a successful actor! You 
should be riding around in gold limousines 
and getting your picture taken! ” he said. 

Instead, he’s hitting the road with musician 
friends like Becky Stark of Lavender Diamond 
and Tom Brosseau, breathing new life into tra- 
ditional folk and country tunes like “Ain’t No 
Grave (Gonna Hold This Body Down).” 

In a recent interview, the actor/musician 
discussed how the experience of portraying 
“Walk Hard” rocker Dewey Cox prepared 
him for this current endeavor, why he’s drawn 
toward roots music and the discomfort he felt 
when he first took the stage as John Reilly. 


I noticed you dropped the “C” from John C. 
Reilly for this project. 

Yeah, that was a bit of baggage I picked up 
along the way as an actor. It’s something the 
actor’s union made me do because there was 
another John Reilly. I just decided to keep it 
simple, because the music is pretty simple 


with my friends and family from Chi- ) 


and pure, and I wanted there to be 
a difference between what people 

know me for as John C. Reilly and 
what they might experience at the 
music show. 


Have you run into anyone who knows you 
solely from the music and has been con- 
fused to learn you’re also an actor? 

{Laughs} I played some shows in England not 
so long ago, and a friend of mine’s parents live 
in London. My friend told them, “My friend 
John Reilly is coming to play.” We played 

this beautiful old church in London and her 
parents came, and then a week later they 
emailed her and said, [adopts British accent} 
“Did you know your singer friend John Reilly 
has actually done quite a few movies as well?” 


You’ve portrayed a number of different 
characters. Was it terrifying to take the stage 
as John Reilly for the first time? 

You point out something that was a big 


transition for me, actually. I grew up [acting] 
from the time I was 8 years old, and you al- 
ways have that refuge of the character to hide 
behind. I’ve always prided myself on being a 
modest Midwesterner— someone who says, 
“It’s not about me. It’s about the character or 
the play or the movie. I’m just in service of 
this thing.” So it took a second for me to get 
comfortable going out there and saying, “No, 
I’m talking to you as myself.” 


Why are you so drawn toward that vintage 
American sound? 

I think I’m drawn to ... an eternal quality in 
the music. There’s something about these 
older songs where this combination of notes 
and words stays with you. Maybe it’s the fact 
I’m getting a little bit older and starting to 
crave things that have some permanence. 


You look at how quickly things change, and 
how disposable some of our culture is, and 
then you come across a song like “Let Me 
Call You Sweetheart” and you're like, “Wow, 
there have been millions of songs written 
since that one, but for some reason we still 
remember it.” It’s like it goes all the way 
down to our DNA. 


Do you see any similarity between singing 
these three-part harmonies with Tom and 
Becky and being part of an ensemble film 
cast? 

Well, yes and no. When you sing harmonies 
together, it’s so intimate and so immediate. 
Occasionally you’re in a movie with people 
you know well, and you have a camaraderie, 
but it’s temporary and you split up afterwards 
and then maybe you don’t see that other 


actor for another five years. Every single time 
I sing with Tom and Becky I feel like our 
souls are connected. To me, the ability to sing 
harmony is one of the few things human be- 
ings can do that really is magic. You’re taking 
your voice, combining it with someone else’s 
and creating a third voice. That’s magic, if 
you ask me. 


Did you learn anything from portraying 
Dewey Cox you were able to apply to this 
band? 

Oh, yeah! That movie was really the sum- 
mation of everything I’d learned music-wise 
up to that point. We did this eight-city tour 
in character as Dewey Cox... {and} it really 
made me realize, “I should do this! Why 
am I not doing this? Is it because the world 
has told me I’m an actor?” I just think life is

short, and everyone should do everything 
they can while they’re alive. If you’ve got a 
painting or a short story or a song in you—no 
matter what the world has told you about 
who you are—you need to do that. The world 
would be a better place if everyone who 

has been dreaming of acting on an artistic 
impulse just did it. 


You also appeared as “Future Mike D” ina 
Beastie Boys video. Is a rap career next up? 
{Laughs} Well, I actually love hip-hop. Will 
Ferrell and I at one point were talking about 
doing a music album as our characters from 
“Step Brothers,” and we did write a couple 
{songs], so maybe that will actually happen 
one of these days.

He won a Writer’s Guild Award for “Mad 
Men,” wrote for the first season of “House of 
Cards” and currently is working on a new SyFy 
show called “Helix” with executive producer 
Ron Moore of “Battlestar Galactica” fame, 
but lifelong Chicagoan Keith Huff is first and 
foremost a playwright. 

His drama, “A Steady Rain” —in which two 
Chicago cops make a career-ending domestic 
disturbance decision—debuted in 2007 at 
Chicago Dramatists and earned a Broadway 
run starring Daniel Craig and Hugh Jackman, 
which led to Huff’s TV writing gigs. 

Now, Huff’s new play, “Big Lake Big City,” 
a gritty, modern noir comedy about a Chicago 
cop who must unravel double identities and 
double-crosses to solve a murder, receives its 
world premiere with Lookingglass Theatre 


Although Netflix committed to a second sea- 
son of “House of Cards”—a la the “Arrested 
Development” reboot—Keith Huff elected not 
to return in favor of focusing on other proj- 
ects. Read more about what he’s up to now 
on redeyechicago.com. 


Company and founding ensemble member 
David Schwimmer directs. We called Huff to 
talk more about writing for the stage and the 
small screen. 


Where does the play’s title come from? 
From David Mamet’s play, “Sexual Perversity 
in Chicago.” He has in the stage directions 
that it takes place in a big city by a big lake. 
And with Mamet having the Chicago con- 
nection, I think most people know that it’s 
Chicago. 


What elements connect the play to Chicago? 
Not that this is another cop story, but the 
central character is a detective. And there is a 


murder that he’s investigating, so it does have 


that sort of “real crime” feel. My father-in- 
law was a police commander and my brother- 
in-law was a homicide detective on the South 
Side. Of course, everyone in America will 

say there is no such thing as a class system 
[laughs], but I think this touches on it more 
than any play I’ve ever written because we 
have people who are really on the skids, on 
the down and out; detectives, who I still tend 
to think of as blue-collar workers, at least in 
Chicago. And then there’s another strata, 
physicians and that world. Those three 
worlds clash and intertwine in this play. 


What has David Schwimmer’s collaboration 
added to the play? 

It’s a comedy that tells a serious story with 
humor and heart. You know how in Chicago, 
how we tell some story about just something 
awful that a politician did, or a celebrity, but 
we tell it with a smile? [Laughs.} They’re so 
outrageous that you can’t help but have a 
smile in the telling. And that’s what David 
Schwimmer—because he’s such a gifted di-

rector—is able to pull off so well. He just gets 
it. I don’t want to give too much away, but 
he’s staged one of the funniest death scenes 
I’ve really ever seen. 


How is writing for TV different than play- 
writing for you? 

Well, [laughs], one pays really well; the 

other, not so well. Playwriting, I really do 
that alone. I don’t give unfinished things 

to people. TV’s completely different; it’s 
democracy at its best and its worst. Every de- 
cision is challenged and guessed while stories 
are being imagined and broken. ... So if you 
can acclimatize yourself to that in TV writ- 
ing, it’s fine; but as a playwright, sometimes, 
it’s challenging. 


Do you still watch “Mad Men”? 

Honestly? No. I’ve seen behind the curtain 
so, you know, you see how the sausage is 
made.
